Heme of the democrats in the east are 
somewhat disappointed over the smooth­ 
ness with which matters are ran in 
Washington, end have determined to in­ 
vent some scheme that will show that 
there iB anything bat harmony and good 
will between the white boose and the 
state department. If the democrats can 
only imagine that there is “strained rela­ 
tion” between President Harrison and 
Secretary Blaine, they will get lots of fan 
out of it. end their defeat last fall will 
not be wholly bad. 
The World, which is leading off in this 
scheme to furm&n the democrats some 
good feelings over a republican row, says: 
‘‘The prediction is made by men who are 
close to Mr. Blaine that he will not be a 
member of the cabinet July I, unless 
there is a decided change in the attitude 
of the man who fret ides over the white 
house towards his secretary of state.” 
Another piece of 'information which 
pleases the democrats is this, from the 
same pape?: “ Many of Mr. Blaine’s 
friends think that he has already remained 
too long at the bead of the state depart­ 
ment.

men, who called to him to come out. Upon 
refusing, they burst in the door and as the 
first man entered Patterson felled him with 
a poker. 
The others overpowered him, 
however, and dragging him to the barn 
threatened to hang him if he refused to 
tell them where he kept his gold. 
When 
ho declared he had none they placed the 
rope around his neck, but as he still per­ 
sisted that he had no money they concluded 
to torture him by roasting his feet at the 
fire in the house. 
He was taken bark to 
the house and his feet and face burned. 
They then searched the house, and after 
securing $43 in money and Mr. Patterson’s 
gold watch departed, declaring that if ho 
moved until they were gono one-half hour 
he would be shot dead. There is no positive 
clew to the desperadoes, but every effort 
will be made to run them down.

M ilwaukee, Wis., April 10. —Gustav 
Steniel, an aged German, shot himself in 
two with a cannon here Tuesday. He made 
the cahnon himself. 
He first secured a 
piece of cast steel, weighing nine pounds, 
six inches long, and two inches square. 
In 
this was a hole an inch in diameter and 
five inches deep, with a regular canuon 
tofich-hole at the end. 
Then ho filled it 
with half a pint of powder and double B 
shot. He then went out in the yard, placed 
the Instrument on a tub with the muzzle 
toward and close to his abdomen. 
While 
standing thus with the improvised cannon 
almost touching his clothing, he deliber­ 
ately lighted a strip of paper and touched 
the charge off. 
A heavy, smothered sound 
startled his wife, who was in the house, 
and a neighbor next door. Both ran to the 
spot and found Btenzel lying on tho ground 
with a terrible wound in his abdomen. He 
died almost instantly. 
The peculiar can­ 
non was found several yards from the spot 
where the old man lay, having been thrown 
by the explosion. 
The wife of Stenzel said 
that he had been a hard drinker for several 
months, and that last night he camo home 
and threatened to kill her and then kill 
himself. 
In her fear she remained up all 
of that night, and In the morning he 
seemed quieter and more rational. 
They 
came to this country eight years ago and 
have two grown sons.

Pratt as administrator of Mrs. Nell’s es­ 
tate had a power of attorney, which gave 
him absolute control of her affairs. 
The 
supposition is that he induced her to sign 
the notes without being thoroughly aware 
of their amount, as she says'she often 
signed papers which ho presented to her 
without reading them.

Senate Senator Evans moved to reconsider 
the vote by which the House bill provid­ 
ing that all but three trustees of educa­ 
tional Institutions be non-residents of the 
State was advanced to the order of third 
reading Monday evening.

tution for the Education of tho Deaf and 
Dumb at Jacksonville, Melvin A. Cushing of 
Woodford county to succeed himself; for 
trustee of tho State Institution for the 
Education of the Blind, N. W. Branson of 
Menard county to succeed himself; for 
trustee of the Illinois Soldiers’ Orphans’ 
Home at Normal, Duncan M. Funk of Mc­ 
Lean county to succeed himself; for trustee 
of the Asylum for Feeble Minded at Lin­ 
coln, Aaron B. Nicholson of Logan county 
to succeed E. D. Blinn; for trustee of the 
Central Hospital for the Insane at Jack­ 
sonville. David E. Beatty of Jersey county 
to succeed himself. 
Senator Frisbees pharmacy bill, the par­ 
ticulars of which are familiar to every 
druggist in the State, was read for a third 
time and passed without an opposing vote. 
Several bills wore advanced, and somo 
legislation having especial reference to tho 
protection of females was passed. 
In the House the Paddock stock yards 
bill was postponed two weeks. 
The general appropriation bill came up 
on second reading, and the substitute 
agreed upon by the Democratic caucus was 
introduced. 
General discussion followed, 
and when tho House adjourned for tho day 
no vote upon any proposition had been 
reached.

FOB RAILROAD EMPLOYES. 


W isconsin Likely to H ave a Law G iving 
Them a Claim for Injuries. 
Madison, Wis., April IO.—A great part 
of tho session of the Senate Tuesday was 
taken up in discussing tho merits of bills 
allowing certain sums of money to con­ 
tractors of buildings belonging to the Uni­ 
versity Science hall. 
A bill was introduced 
in the Senate authorizing the Railroad 
Commissioner to enlarge his report. 
In the Assembly there was a spirited de­ 
bate over a bill in reference to matters 
agitated by Dr. Rate Bushnell. 
Tho bill 
was referred to the committee on State 
affairs, whero it will die without doubt. 
Both houses are working hard to clear up 
their calendars. 
It is claimed that there is a good chance 
for tho passage of the railroad employe 
bill. 
The following is the full text of tho 
measure: 
“ Every railway 
corporation 
doing business in this State shall bo liable 
for damages sustained by an employe 
thereof within this State without contrib­ 
utory negligence on his part when su ch 
damage is caused by tho negligence of any 
train dispatcher, 
telegraph 
operator, 
superintendent, yardmaster, conductor, or 
engineer, or of any other employe who 
has charge or control of any stationary 
signal, target, point block, or switch. T he 
damages recoverable hereunder in cases of 
personal injury not resulting in death 
shall not exceed tho sum of $1,000.

We publish elsewhere a communication 
pointing out the necessity for a change in 
the law regulating the committal of per­ 
son h alleged to be insane. {A bill designed 
to correct, the defects rn the present stat­ 
ute is before the legislature. 
It pro­ 
vide for a mere thorough investigation 
of the mental condition of persons al­ 
leged to be insane before they are 
sent to one of the asylums. 
Tho 
wnter of the communication says that 
the law at present is excellent so far as 
it relates to the care of persons after 
committal as insane but that is very loose 
aud defective touching the preliminary 
proceedings. 
Under it, sane persons 
bhve repeatedly been committed to asy­ 
lums as insane, and it opens the door to 
gross infringmenta upon personal liberty 
winch are likely to be availed of by mis­ 
chievous and malignant persons.—Mil- 
(caukce Sentinel: 
The communication referred to was 
written by Charles Boffin Brainard, > at 
one time an inmate of the Northern hos­ 
pital for the insane. 
Whether Mr. 
Brainard was legally or justly committed 
to the hospital, is not for the Gazette to 
jndge. He claimed, of oonrae, that he 
was not insane and never was. It is a 
rule, that an insane person believes 
everybody is insane bat himself. 
Bat the bill before the legislature 
wbiffi “provides for a mere thorough 
investigation cf the mental condition o* 
persons alleged to be insane before they 
are sent to the hospitals,” was drafted by 
Mr, Brainard. It is a strange piece of 
legislation. Under the proposed law, n o 
person, however wrecked rn mind, con Id 
be 8 3nl to either of the state hospitals for 
treatment unless the certificate of the at­ 
tending physician showed that he or she 
was violent rn cond act. Tnis law would 
keep out of the hospitals hundreds of 
persons who are pitably insane. It would 
blight the good name of the state of 
Wi6coaBin. It woald destroy the pur­ 
pose for which the hospitals were estab­ 
lished. 
The cases are indeed rare iu Wisconsin 
when persons are unjustly committed to 
the hospitals, or suffer “ gross infringe­ 
ments upon their personal liberty.** 
Tbe^e is not an instance that can be 
brought to mind in this state, wherein 
any person, not needing treatment for 
mental disease, is committed to either 
( f the state hospitals.

N. Flaig to land, and as a consequence 
he will be’sent home at the expense of the 
vessel which brought him over. It appears 
that Flaig came to this country in response 
to an advertisement Inserted in a Swiss 
newspaper by T. George Baum of Arasa- 
cho, at the instance of Mr. 
H. 
Bornoman 
of tho Newark embroidering works. 
The 
advertisement called for twelve embroider­ 
ers for Newark, saying that the ’ trade in 
this country was short of operatives. 
It 
was shown that Flaig paid his own pas­ 
sage money, and had made no contra t 
with the Newark company. 
He, however, 
brought a letter from Mr. Baum to Mr. 
Borneman, saying that he had engaged 
him as an embroiderer. 
He also admitted 
that he had made up his mind six months 
ago to come to America and had availed 
himself of the present oportunity to socuro 
work in advance. 
The collector held that 
Flaig was prohibited from landing by tho 
provision of the contract-labor law.

The Color Line and the Inter-State Law. 
W ashington, April IO.—Tho {rights of 
colored men under tho inter-state commerce 
law came up before the inter-state com­ 
mission to-day. Tho case is that of William 
H. Heard (colored) against the Georgia 
railroad company. 
Complainant alleges 
that w bilo traveling on r flrst-class through 
ticket between Philadelphia and Atlanta 
ho was compelled by the defendant com­ 
pany to ride in a car set apart for smokers 
and colored poople. 
He declares that tho 
accommodations were inferior to thoso of 
tho first-class coach alloted to white pas­ 
sengers on the same train, and claims that 
the discrimination made against him is a 
violation of tho inter-state act 
A case in­ 
volving the same charges was decided 
eighteen months ago in favor of the com­ 
plainant, and tho commission then ordered 
the company to cease from subjecting 
colored passengers to such prejudice and 
disadvantage. 
Petitioners 
brings this 
charge so as to obtain a supplemental order 
from the commission effectual in character. 


The Samoan Affair.

W ashington, April IO.—There is tho 
highest authority for the statement that 
tho Ktato department and the German 
foreign office have reached an agreement 
by which there shall bo no reinforcements 
of vessels or troops belonging to tho two 
governments now stationed 
at Samoa. 
This agreement will bo in force until after 
tho Samoan commission has finished its 
labors. 
It Is unnerstood that the proposi­ 
tion for tho agreement came direct from 
Princo Bismarck to Secretary Blaine.

J. Brady, while hunting near Colonial 
Beach, Va., yesterday, was injured by tho 
accidental discharge of his gun.

entered his right foot. 
Ho was brought 
hero this afternoon and taken to Providence 
hospital. 
It is believed tho foot will huvu 
to Lo amputated. 


The use of kerosene on peach trees or 
vines is to be avoided, as it is far more 
dangerous to the trees than to the insects. 
* 
Affected limbs should be cut off at office. 
Black knots, blight on injured limbs, are 
I also injurious and should be immediately 
removed. 
Pear trees that refuse to grow may be 
treated with wood ashes, placed about the 
roots of the trees. 
The trunks should be 
washed with strong soapsuds. 
Dr. Lintner, the entomologist, says that 
insects destroy $800,000,000 worth each 
year, and that a single insect caused a loss 
of $15,000,000 a year in the State of New 
York. 
It is estimated that there are 320,000 
known species of insects which prey upon 
the crops of farmers. 
The work of suc­ 
cessfully combating these pests is one 
which will keep the new Cabinet depart­ 
ment busy for some time to come. 
The farmer’s insect foes are at work 
night and day. 
They increase rapidly. 
They breed under pieces of boards, bark, 
sticks, weeds, and any kind of rubbish. 
Remove nil such hiding places. 
Clean 
yards and clean farms are good for half 
tho evil. 
Paris green, London purple, or 
hellebore, if thoroughly used in spraying 
fruit trees, vines, 
and bushes, will do 
wonders with the other half. 
A snow-apple tree which has 
borne 
wormy fruits for ten years was last season 
treated as follows with very good results: 
By means of a hand force-pump the tree 
w’as sprayed with a Paris green mixture 
just when the blossom has fallen and tho 
upturned calyx of the fruit could receive 
and hold the poison in the spray. 
This 
process was repeated after a lapse of ten 
days, and again three weeks after the time 
of tho second spraying. 
A few branches 
were left untouched to test the worth of 
the operation. 
There were no wormy ap­ 
ples on the sprayed portion, whilo nearly 
all on the unsprayed portion were worm- 
eaten as usual. 
Other trees were success­ 
fully treated to the three doses of.tho poison, 
Rot only apples, but pears, cherries, plums, 
quinces aud currant aud gooseberry bushes 
when the caterpillar appeared.

been in ill-health for some time and was 
subject to fits. 
Justice La Buy’s opinion is 
that the excitement caused by the arrest Is 
what killed Reimer.

The metric system is about IOO years old, 
it having been first proposed in 1790. 
Since its introduction it has been adopted 
by the 
following 
countries: 
France, 
French Colonies, Holland, Dutch Colonies, 
Belgium, Spain, Spanish Colonies, Portu­ 
gal, 
Italy, 
Germany, Greece, Roumania, 
Mexico, 
New Granada, 
Ecuador, Peru, 
Brazil, 
I ruguay, 
Argentine Confedera­ 
tion, Chili, 
and other South American 
States, Austria, Norway, Sweden, Switzer­ 
land, Venezuela, Hayti, Mauritius, Congo 
Free State. 
Its use is permissive in Great 
Britain, India, Canada, and the United 
States. 
There are no tables connected with 
this system; none are necessary; one unit is 
tenfold another u n it 
The whole system 
can be stated in a single sentence: 
Meas­ 
ures of lengths, in meters; measures of 
capacities in liters; measure of weights in 
grammes; using decimal fractions for di­ 
visions. 
The measure for land is 
the 
square of the measure for length, the 
square of a chain of ten meters giving IOO 
square meters as a unit for land measure; 
and the square of IOO meters is the agra­ 
rian unit, equal to about two and a half 
acres. 


Substances 
D angerously In flammable* 
Fires and explosions resulting from neg­ 
ligence in storing combustibles in factories 
are becoming so frequent that legislative 
measures w ill probably be taken before 
long to guard against them. Few mechan­ 
ics are aware of the dangerous properties 
of certain chemicals. 
Some oils, 
for in­ 
stance, which are perfectly harmless when 
pure, become fearful explosives in combin­ 
ation with others. 
Thus, cottonseed oil 
will take fire when mixed with 25 per cent 
of petroleum. 
Olive oil mixed with rags, 
hay, or sawdust, w ill burn spontaneously. 
Mixed in certain proportions of air, coal 
dust, flour dust, starch and flour are high 
explosives. 
Oily waste, lamp black, and 
linseed oil are all dangerously inflamma­ 
ble.
